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PLAGUE-STRICEEN PLYMOUTH. 


Harrowing Scenes Reported from the 
Little Village in Pennsylvania. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., May 12.—At today's 
meeting of citizens for the relief of the suffer- 
ers by the fever at Plymouth the police sur- 
geon detailed to vis.t the infected region re- 
ported that he found the reports bad not been 
exaggerated. In some instances he found four 
or five persons illin one house, with three or 
four in one room, and in instances two or 
three dead persons in the same house. The 
only school-house in .the borough had been 
turned into a hospital. Many young physicians 
have offered their services. A telegram was 
transmitted to the relief committee of Plymouth 
directing them to draw on the Philadelphia 
committee for $1,000. Miss Alice Fisher, the 
head of the Training-School for Nurses at the 
Philsdelphia Hospital, bas gone to Plymoutp. 
In many cases the father or mother of a large 
family of children has died. The surgeon 
beard of a case in which the father and moth- 
er were both down with the fever and were be- 
ing nursed by a 14-year-old boy, who was also 
caring for a small babe. Dr. Shakespeare, who 
also went to investigate the disease, said that 
unless disinfectants are freely used the disease 
will spread and wiil not be wiped out this sea- 
son. The Chairman of the Philadelphia Relief 
Committee said that $1,000 of the 81. 700 con- 
tributed for the relief of the Ohbio-flood suffer- 
ers had been placed at the disposal of the com- 
mittee and would be used to aid the sufferers. 

WILKESBARRE, Pa., May 12.—Two deaths 
have occurred at Plymouth since last night. 
Reports from there this evening are that no 
new cases are announced. The hospital was 
opened this afternoon and ambulances were 
seen in all parts of the town gathering up 
destitute patients. The citizens have made a 
demand upon the Borough Council to forth- 
with have the town thoroughly cleaned. In 
the event of the failure of the Council to do 
this within the next two days an appeal will 
be made to the Judge of the court to compel 
them to proceed immediately with the enforce- 
ment of such sanitary regulations as the pres- 
ent emergency demands. The water company 
has been notified to supply the borough with 
pure water and notto pump water from the 
Susquehanna River. :

Saturday’s Struggle Continued Sunday 
and Monday—Two Volunteers Killed 
and Fifteen Wounded, 


Thé Dominion Commander Anxious for Re- 
inforcementsHurrying Troops For- 
ward More About Riel. 


WINNIPEG, Man., Mey 12.—[Special.|—A 
courier who left Middleton’s camp Sunday 
night reports that in the attack made upon the 
troops Saturday evening at 6:30 o'clock Pri- 
vate A. O. Wheeler of the Ninth Battalion re- 
ceived a slight flesh wound in the shoulder and 
Ralph Baron of the same battalion was shot in 


the hand. The rebels, after firing a parting 


volley, left for a place of ambush. The troops 
also retired to camp for the night. Sunday 
morning after opening the fight the skirmisb- 
ers of the Ninth Battalion were sent out to at- 
tack the rifie-pits. Private Kemp of the Ninth 


was severely wounded, and Private Erick- 
son of the same battalion received a 
flesh wound in dis arm near the shoulder. 


The battie was mainly one of artillery and the 


| troops shelled the rebels all day from an in- 


trenched position. Up to last reports two of 
the volunteers had been killed and fifteen 
wounded.

THE LATEST FROM THE FRONT. 

News from the front up to Monday morning 
is that fighting was commenced for the third day. 
when the messenger left. Supplies and tents 
had been brought up from the camping- 
grounds of Friday night and & zareba had 
been formed about a quarter of a mile 
from the field, where the army stays for the 
night. The tents, however, are not pitched, 
and the men lie in trenches, every fifth man 
standing sentry. The enemy fire into the 
zareba at night, and there are some narrow 
escapes. All the buildings about Batoche 
have been burned except the church and the 
school-house. Gen. Middleton would not al- 
low these to be shelled, as priests, nuns, wom- 
en, and children were sheltered there. The 
occupanté have been notified, however, to 
leave, and the buildings will de shelled. 

Still Later—A dispatch just received at the 
brigade office here from Gen. Middleton re- 
ports his having made his headquarters in the 
Catholic Church at Batoche. It ig now be- 
lieved that the steamer Northcote has pro- 
ceeded to Prince Albert to leave the troops 
aboard of her there, so as to allow the mounted 
police under Col. Irvine to codperate with Gen. 
Miadleton on the west side of the Saskatche- 
wan at Batoche. Troops which have arrived 
at Clark’s Crossing and those yet to arrive 
will also, it is said, codperate with the troops 
now at the front by a forward movement on 


| the west side of the river to Batoche. The 


exact loss of the enemy is not yet ascertained, 
but is believed to be very large.

A CRAZY MOTHER'S CRIME. 


Demented by Undue Religious Excite- 
ment She Throws Herself and Five 
Children into a River—The Woman 
and Two of Her Offspring Drowned. 
READING, Pa., May 12.—(Special.|—A_ terri- 

ble tragedy took place this afternoon near 
Lititz, Lancaster County, about twenty miles 
from here. Hiram Pfautz is a respectable 
laboring man, residing near that place. 
His family consisted of himself, wife, and 
five small children, the latter ranging in 
age from 1 to 10 years. For some time past 
Mrs. Pfautz has shown signs of weak-minded- 
ness, but not to such an extent as to cause 
apprehensiun among her friends, She had 
deen giving much of ber time to the consider- 
ation of religious matters, had read the Bible 
through and through, had become converted, 
and often remarked to friends that the world 
was becoming too wicked to live in. 

While her husband was at work today she 
called her five children arvund her, prepared 
their toilet, dressed them in their best, and 
took them out for a walk. She chose a se- 
cluded pathway, and finally arrived at the 
edge of the millpond at what is known as 
Binkley’s Mill. On the way she carried the 
baby in her arms. Standing on the edge 
of the bank she embraced and then 
kissed each affectionately, after which she 
took the eldest, a boy, and threw him 
far out into the stream; then the next two in 
the order of their ages, and finally, taking the 
baby of 1 year under one arm and the fifth, a 
sweet-faced little girl aged 3 years, under the 
other, she kneeled on the bank fora moment, 
uttered a silent prayer, and ‘then with ber 
children plunged in. The children already in 
the stream called loudly for help. Some men 
working in the mill then ran to their rescue, 
but when they ‘arrived all had disappeared. 
The bodies were brought to shore one by one 
and were laid side by side, not one exhibitmg 
signs of life. The neighbors at once set to 
work to resuscitate them. After bard work 
the eldest three children were resuscitated, 
but the mother and two youngest children were 
already dead. Mrs. Pfautz was about 40 years 


of age.

‘CHOKED TO DEATH. 


All the Parties Concerned in the 
Murder of Filippo Caruso Make 
Full Confessions. 


Strangled by a Rope in the Hands of 
Men Who Pretended They Were 
Going to Shave Him. 


The Murder a Premeditated One Dispos- 
ing of the Body—A Olaim that They 
Got No Money. 


“One of the ment skillful pieces of detective 
work in the annals of the Chicago police de- 
partment was closed yesterday by the con- 


fession of the Sicilians who murdered Filippo | 


Caruso, 

A brief history of the case is as follows: 
Friday morning, May 1, the baggagemen at the 
Fort Wayne Depot in Pittsburg opened a sus- 
picious-smelling trunk and found that it con- 
tained a dead body firmly tied with ropes. 
Nothing was found in the clothes but a post- 
office order for $25 issued by the Chicago of- 
fice and purchased by Filippo Caruso. The 
Chicago police were at once notified, and 


Detectives Bonfield and MacDonald, as- 
sisted by Officers Goodman and Mor- 
ris, went to work upon the case. 


Caruso’s brother turned up, identified the 
body, and stated that Filippo left his house on 
Tilden avenue at 9 o'clock the morning before 
the trunk was received at Pittsburg. The bag- 
gagemen at the Union Depot remembered 
checking the trunk at 11 o’clock the same day. 
Filippo bad upon his person at the time he 
was last seen $350. After he left his house he 
was traced to the room of five Sivilians, who 
lived at No. 94 Tilden avenue. The Dolans, 
who live in the basement of that house, saw 
two men carrying a trunk upstairs the morn- 
ing of the murder, and shortly afterwards saw 
them taking it down again. They were traced 
to the Union Depot, where one of the men 
bought a ticket and checked the trunk. 
The men who lived in the house were all 
arrested. Their names are Angustino Jelardi, 
Ignazio Sylvester, Giovanni Azzaro, Antonio 
Mercurio, and Ignazio Bore. The day follow- 
ing the murder Jelardi went to New York, 
where he was arrested by the New York police 
and locked up to await the arrival of Detéctive 
Bonfield. He was brought back to Chicago 
Saturday night. 

The chain of circumstantial evidence odniant 
the men was exceedingly strong. But few 
points were wanting to complete the whole 
story of the murder, and these were obtained 
yesterday. 


THE STORY OF THE MURDER. 


The prisoners were all brought to the Central 


Station, and one by one taken into the de- 
tectives’ private room and examined. The 
great difficulty of this lay in the fact that none 
of them could speak a word of English, 
and the conversation had to be conducted 
entirely by means of interpreters. Notwith- 
standing the heiuousness of their crime, it was 
almost impossible not to feel a slight degree 
of sympathy for the pour wretches as they sat 
in the outside room with downcast heads and 
pallid faces. They were trembling in every 
limb, ana when called upon to go into the pri- 
vate room they could harcly walk, so abject 
was their terror. By a system of excusable 
misrepresentations the officers finally induced 
Antonio Mercurio to tell what he knew about 
the case. This he did in a state of great ex- 
citement and with many invocations to the 
2 1 orr ot the murder as. 


Azzaro, Sylvester, and Jelardi. 

Hie statement shows that the crime had been 
premeditated for a month before and that 
Giovanni Azzaro was the instigator of it. 
About 9 o’clock Thursday morning Filippo 


Caruso came into the room at No. 94, Tilden. 


avenue, in which were Azzaro, Sylvester, and 


| Jelardi, Shortly after he got in there Azzaro 


asked Jelardi to shave him. It is the custom 
of the Italians ia that neighborhood to dis- 
pense with the services of a barber and shave 
each other. Jelardi complied with the request 
and after he had finished the operation asked 
Caruso if he wanted to be sheved. Carusosaid 
that he did, and sat down in the chair to under- 
go the operation. Jelardi stood behind him, 
lathered his face, and suddenly slipped a rope 
with a knot tied in it around his neck, 
at the same time placing his 
hand over his mouth to stifie 
any cries. Sylvester and Azzaro immediately 
seized the ends of the rope and pulled with 


their whole strength until Caruso fell upon the 


floor a corpse. 

There was a great deal of discuss ion then as 
to the disposal of the body. Some were in 
favor of throwing it in the river, others of 
burying it. Finally the idea of shipping it in 
atrunk was adopted. Sylvester and Jelardi 
went to Semple’s store on West Madison street 
and bought the trunk, Sylvester catrying it 
back to the house on his shoulders. When 
they arrived there Azzaro had tied up the body 
with ropes, so that it was all ready for its novel 
coffin. 
he locked and bound firmly with a cord. Syl- 
vester and Jelardi then took the trunk to the 
depot, where Jelardi bought a ticket, and 
shipped it to Pittsburg. Mercurio further said 
that he and Bore both knew of: the conspiracy 
to kill Caruso for a month previous, but 
claimed that neither of them believed that it 
would be carried out. 

THE OTHERS CONFESS. 

Azzaro, Sylvester, and Jelardi were next 
brought forward and told of Mercurio’s state- 
ment. Sylvester and Jelardi at once broke 
down and confessed that Mercurio’s statement 
was true. Each tried, however, to throw the 
blame on the other. Azzaro was stubborn ang 
would admit nothing. Finally he was brought 
in and hidden behind the large figure of Bon- 
field, while the other Italians were made to tell 
the story again. 
his neck, went behind the chair of Dago Jo,” 
the interpreter, placed it around his neck, and 
illustrated the way in which the murder was 
committed. The interest of the spectators at 
this point was intense. Every eye was riveted 
upon the slight form of Mercurio as he 
showed the fiendish case with which 
the crime was committed; every ear 
was strained to catch the lowest 
syllable that came from the mouth of the inter- 
preter. A dead sileuce fell upon the audience 
after he had finished his graphic illustration, 
which was suddenly broken by the loud cry of 
Azzaro: I confess. Mercy! Mercy!’ 

His exhibition of grief, terror, and remorse 
was horrible to witness, and it was a long time 
before he could be calmed sufficiently to go on 
with the story.

THE LIQUOR QUESTION. 


Indiana’s Saloon Law Declared Con- 
stitutional—Prohibition in Iowa. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., May 12.—(Special.}— 
The Supreme Court today decided that the law 
compelling saloons to be closed between the 
hours of 11 p. m. and 5 a. m. is constitutional. 
The opinion was read by Judge Elliott, and 
was the unanimous opinion of the court. It 
says the point upon which the appeal was made 
is that the Legislature transcended constitu- 
tional powers because the statute in question 
encroaches upon the natural rights of the citi- 
zens. This argument finds no support from au- 
thority, and has none in principle. Whether 
the statute is or is not a reasonable one is a 
legislative and not a judicial question, and 
whether a statute does or does not unjustly de- 
prive the citizens of natural rights is a ques- 
tion for the Legislature and not the courts, for 
there is no certain standard for determining 
what are or are not the natural rights of the 
vitizen. The decision further covers the fol- 
lowing points: 

1. It is clear in our minds, both upon reason 
and authority, that the statute is a valid exer- 
else of the police powers vested in the Legis- 
lature, 11 

2. The title of the act is sufficiently compre- 
hensive to include all offenses of a public nat- 
ure. 

3. The contention that the clause of the law 
“ between the hours of 11 o'clock p. m. and 5 
o'clock a, m.“ refers only to Sundays, holidays, 
and election-days cannot be maintained. 

4. What the statute prohibits under penalty 
of fine and imprisonment is unlawful.

A MILWAUKEE MURDER. 
Detectives Believe that Paddy Cava- 


mnaugh Killed Roundeman Pisrec- | 


Mitwavken, Wis., May 12.-—[Snecial.|—De- 
tectives who have been actively engaged in 
working the dase for the last ten months be- 
lieve that they have conclusive proof that the 
murderer of Roundsman Frank Piszczek, 
which occurred early in the morning, of June 
21 last, is Paddy Cavanaugh, a notorious Chi- 
cago crook. Cavanaugh, accompanied by a 
pal,“ left Chicago during the week previous 
to the murder, evidently starting on a profes- 
sional trip through Wisconsin. A few days 
later a safe was bloen open at Mau- 
itowoc and $600 stolen therefrom. The 
conductor of a Lake Shore & West- 
ern train brought two men from Manitowoc to 
the limits of this city, when they unceremo- 
niously jumped the train. From the description 
given by the conductor one of the men was 
evidently Cavanaugh. That night the men 
appeared at the Exchange Hotel on the South 
Side and engaged accommodatons. A little 
before 3 o'clock one of them was observed 
near the hotei acting in a suspicious manner. 
Roundsman Piszezek aceosted him, and, not 
getting a satisfactory answer, placed him un- 
der arrest. The fellow went with the 
roundsman without istance, but, when 
within a short distance of the South 
Side Police Station suddenly dropped 
to his knees und fired two pistol-shots in 
quick succession, both balls taking effect in 
the officer, who fell to the ground, but fired 
three show at the prisoneras he was making 

his escape. Piszcozekiived nearly two 

ays, and gave a good description of his mur- 
derer, which tallied exactly with that of Cava- 
naugh when he left Chicago’ a few days pre- 
vious. A complete set of burglar tools, left in 
a valise which the two men had deposited at 


the Exchange Hotel, have also been traced to 


Cavanaugh as their former owner. A private 
detective followed the murderer from Milwau- 
kee and at times was close upon his heels, but 
was unable to capture him. ‘Several ciews 
were discovered, however, indicating that 
Cavanaugh is the man. He was in Chicage a 
few days after the murder, but remained only 
for a day or two, keeping in close hiding dur- 
ing the time. The great question now is as to 
his whereabouts, and as be bas not been heard 
from through the police records for some time 
itis generally believed that he is serving a 
term in some prison. Detectives are confident 
that they will be able to yet lay hands on him. 
and that they can prove him to be the murderer 
of Piszezek. Rewards offered for the murder- 
er's arrest aggregate $1,500.

WAsurnaror, D. C., May 12.—[Speeial. 
The Marshalsuſp contest is reintoroed by the 
arrival of MeGarigie and Commissioner Hanni- 
gan. It is difficult to understand why they 
cume. They are assumed to be the bearers of 
dispatches from Carter Harrison and others, 
who are reported to insist that, now that Judd 
has been appointed Postmaster, it is necessary 
for the salvation of the party that the eiement 
which is behind McGarigie shalt be recogaized 
by his appointment as Marshal. Commissioner 
Hannigan is supposed to be empowered to 
transmit to the President the latest 
will and testament ‘of the Chicago au- 
tocracy. On the other hand, Gen. Lieb is 
here to plead not only his own case, but the 
ease of the German Democrats of Chicago, 
who are disposed to be restive under the at- 
tempts of the Irish Democrats to assume to 
control eyerything, and are not willing to be 
used simply asd voting cattle for Trish bosses. 
The President ‘said only yesterday that the 
question is still an open one, and that he had 
not taken up the case for thorough investiga- 
tion. He proposes to do this before be de- 
cides it, and will accept no man’s word either 
for the contents of the papers or for the cbhar- 
acter of the recommendations. 

Col. Lamont, although not a well man, is 
sufficiently recovered to attend to some of his 
duties, and one of his duties is to see to it that 
the President is not imposed upon. It was a 
poor day for tue belated Chicago contingent 
today. It was Cabinet day and the President 
was able to pay attention to few except the 


. Senatorial callers before the Cabinet meeting, 


and Private-Secretary Lamont took an outing 
by going to Mount Vernon. Tomorrow the 
delegation will make one more struggle to be 
heard upon the Marshaiship, for they fear that 
if they postpone it much longer it will be too 
late. 

There is a new candidate in the field for the 
Marshalship in the person of Dowdall of 
Peoria. He had been an applicant for the po- 
sition of Consul to Rio Janerio. That office 
was given to an Alabama man, who, however, 
it is said, today declined it. But Dowdall, it is 
reported, has considered the subject and de- 
cided that he can be of greater service to the 
party by remaining in Illinots and running his 
newspaper and the Marshalship. Accord- 
ingly, he is said to be at least consider- 
ing whether or not he is a suitable 
compromise candidate. Dark horses have 
more hope just now, for it is confidently as- 
serted that the Cincinnati Marshalship, the 
contest over whieh has been so protracted, is 
about to be settled by the selection of 4 man 
who has never been mentioned for the office. 


A GREAT MANY STILL THIRSTING. 

The President is very much embarrassed by 
the California place-huaters. He has two 
white elephants upon his hands—McSweeney 
and Gen Rosecrans. McSweeney is beginning 
to believe that he was only a good-enough -sus- 
pect-until-after-the-election. McSweeney trav- 
oled through the country and made speeches 
which were regarded as belngof great value 
by the Democrats, When Mr. Cleveland was 
elected Messrs. Gorman and Barnum let Mr. 
McSweeney drop. Mr. McSweeney would not 
be cast aside in that way, and put in a claim 
tor the Collectorship of the Port of San 
Francisco, Were he claimed to have 
lived. There was and is considerable opposi- 
tion to him, and now the President does not 
know what todo with him, but does not deem it 
advisable to throw him over. The second 
white ciephant is Gen. W. S. Rosecrans. Gen. 
Rosecrans reudered valuable services during 
the campaign, and, as ne was not reélected to 
the next Congress, his friends are looking to 
the Administration to help him by giving him 
some office: For the last few days it bas 
been rumored that he was to be made 
Register of the Treasury. The report that 
the Presiden, had offered the office 
of Register of the Treasury to Gen. Rosécrans 
of Caltornia is doubtless due to the fact that a 
delegation has waited upon the President, in- 
formed him that provision ought to be made ror 
Gen. Rosecrans, who is in need of an income, 
and suggested the office of Register of the 
Treasury. Congressman Henley of California 
states positively that Gen. Hosecrans will be 
Register of the Treasury. The duties of this 
position are less exacting than those of any 
other bureau office of the Treasury. As the 
business is organized the Register is required 
to do scareély anything except to sign his 
name. , 

All of the Democrats from the Western Re- 
publican States come with the same story. 
They propose to give their States to the Democ- 
racy if they themselves can only secure an 
office. Gov. Glick of Kansas, for instance, 
who bas been a candidate for Commissioner of 
Agriculture and for Commissioner of the Land 
Office, says: We expect to carry Kansas for 
the Democracy at the next election, assiming 
that the policy of the Administration contin- 
ues to prove satisfactory to our people. The 
Federal officers in Kansas Lave been a power- 
ful political lever for the Republican party. 
The land-offices alone support sixty-odd He- 
publican newspapers. There are at present 
200 Vacant Postmasterships in the State that 
should be filled by Democrats, If the land 
and post-offices are filled by Democrats within 
a reasonable time it will show the Democrats 
ok our State that they are to be recognized.” 
The President knows little about the West, but 
be knows that the Democrats: cannot carry 
Kansas, and it may be doubted whether even 
‘Postmaster-Geperal Vilas bas su ded in con- 
vineing um that Wisconsin ‘in two years will 
be Democratic. The wrangliig among the 
Demoorate Congressmen of that State does 
not promie mueh harmony.

SPARKS COMES OFF VICTORIOUS, 

In the Police Court this morning the case of 
Commissioner Sparks of the General Land-Of- 
fice, charged with a personal assault upon 
Col. D’Abna, a timber inspector of that office, 
came up for trial, The Commissioner was 
present with bis counsel, W. W. Wilshire. Col. 
D'Ahna was the first witness, and repeated on 
the stand substantially the account of the,as- 
sault already published as coming from him. 
He said the Commissioner twisted his fingers 
in his (D’Abna’s) collar and tried to strangle 
him; he offered no resistance. On being asked 
if he bad not been violent in bis manner, the 
witness @mphatically exclaimed: 80 help 
me God, I did not say a word for twenty min- 
utes. I am not such a fool as to fight my su- 
perior officer when I want him to fix up ac 
counts.” , 

The Assistant Commissfoner, Luther Harri- 
son, then took the stand, and said he witnessed 
the assault. D’Ahna said he bad been treated 
like a dog. 

Commissioner Sparks—By whom? 

The witness—By you. 

The witness then said the Commissioner or- 
dered )’Ahaa out, and then got up and at- 
tempted to push him out, catching him by the 
coat and calling for assistance. Witness then 
requested. D’Abna to go out, and be did so, 
turning In the doorway to remark: ** You have 
made a damped fool of yourseif.”’ 

Ry Commissioner Sparks— Was he not violent 
in his condnet? 

Witness—I can’t say that he was. Probably 
that occurred after you tried to put him out. 

Commissioner Sparks—Did he not say to me, 
“You are a damned dog ? 

Witness-—-Not.to my knowledge. He said you 
had treated him like a dog. 

Witness said the Commissioner had treated 
D'Ahna mi ‘gat first; and at no time at- 
tempted to strike him--only to eject him. 

Cemmissioner Sparks took the stand, and 


said he asked D’Abna whether he could do any- 


thing for him, and D’Abna commenced to 
“fire off,” abusing the division chefs, 
saying he bad been treated like a damned 
dog. Witness mildly denied the charge, and 
D’ Abna repeated Witness ordered hita out. 
He returned offensive answers. He was or- 
dered out three times, and witness then got up 
and wert toward him, his’ object being to 
put bim put. Dana ‘said: Don't 
touch me; don't lay your: hands on moe.“ 
D’ Abus joked back when Harrison said some- 
thing to him und he went out. Witness had no 
ili feeling toward the complainant and had no 
thought of striking bim. 

D’ Abna again took the stand and said that 
the Commissioner’s testimony was incorrect, 
tor he strove to convey the impression that he 
was the mildest man on God’s earth. 

Harrison, McManes, and a messenger took 
the stand and denied mat the Commissioner 
seized D' Abpa by the throat, but were unani- 
mous in the belief that he seized the lapel of 
his coat. 

The court said that all parties visiting public 
offices must be governed by the rules of the 
office and should retire when requested. There 
was no testimony showing undue violence and 
the court was obliged to dismiss the case. 

A LOCUST PLAGUE. 


According to Prof. C. V. Riley, United States 
Entomologist, we are to experience this year a 
very extended appearance of the insect known 
as the periodical cicada, alias the seventeen- 
year locust.”’ Prof. Riley, who has made 
many original obsérvations on this insect, and 
who seventeen years ago published an account 
of twenty-two distinct broods, and first au- 
nounced that there isa thirteen-year race of 
the species, states that we shall witness this 
year the conjunction of two distinct broods— 
one a seventeen-year and the other a thirteen- 
year brood. These two broods have not appeared 
simultaneously since the year 1664. The 
sixteen-year brood is located principally in the 
Mississippi Valley. reaching up as far as the 
mouth of. the Missouri and having its thickest 
centres in Union County, Southern Llinois, and 
in Kansas, Missouri, Georgia, Louisiana, Ten- 
nessee, and Mississippi. The seventeen-year 
brood is one of the largest of those known to 
occur and will appear on Long Island in Kings 
and in Monroe Counties, New York, at Fail 
River, in the southeastern portion of Massa- 
chusetts, in parts of Vermont, and very gen- 
erally in Pennsylvania, Maryland, District of 
Columbia, Delaware, and Virginia, also in 
Northwestern Ohio, in Southern Michigan, in 
Indiana, and Kentucky. This curious insect, 
according to race, remains either for thirteen 
or seventeen years underground, developing 
slowly, and sometimes burrowing far below the 
frost line. Prof. Riley says that they will be- 
gin to rise from the ground about the latter 
part of May in the more Southern portion of 
the country and early in June in the northern 
portion, and the woods will resound with the 


* boarse rattling noise which the males make, 


the females being noiseless. The seventeen- 
year brood that is to occur thisyear has been 
well recorded for 1715, 1782; 1749, 1766, 1783, 1800, 
1817, 1834, 1851, and 1868. Prof. Rey wit- 
nessed it himseif in 1868, and ‘while the under- 
ground life of the insect has been hitherto in- 
ferred only from the periodical appearance of 
the perfect insect, be has since then been able 
to establish it by direct observation of the de- 
velopment of the lar vo from year to year.

LEMONT, 


The Strike at an End—The Last Effort 
of the Mob to Molest the Working- 
men Defeated. 

Lemont, III, May  12.—(|Special.j—The 
drunken mob of last night kept up ite hideous 
racket until after midnight, and a few of the 
young tougus ran through the streets 
tiring off revolvers and shouting. “Come 
out!” and “Riot!” at the top of their 
voices. After this quiet reigned until about 1 
e'clock this morning, when a gang of 
young ruffians got together in 
front Bodenschatz s drug-store and 
threw stones: against the barns and frame 
shanties in the vicinity. At balf-past 1 o'clock 
a Deputy Town Mershal ran through the streots 
yelling Fire! Fire!“ meantime shooting off 
his revolver to give a general alarm. The 
southwestern portion of the town Was soon 
afterwards illuminated brilliantiy by the burn- 
ing of a good-sized frame building used as a 
utensil storeroom for the Bodenschatz & Earn- 
shaw Stone Company. No effort was made to 
extinguish the flames, and the building burned 
like tinder. The loss does not exceed $1,000, 
but there is no doubt that the conflagration was 
the work of an incendiary. The night before 
an attempt was made to burn the residence 
and barns of Mr. Earnshaw. 7 

Late last night it became known to Col. vot- 
ter, chief of the Deputy-Sheriffs, that an organ- 
izéd mob would meet the workmen who had 
determined to go to work this morning and 
prevent them from dom s. At midnight he 
made a requisition upon Col. Bennett, com- 
manding the militia, for fifty men to be on 
band at the Boyer & Corneau (Singer & Tal- 
cott’s) quarry, on. the line between Cook and 
Win Counties, at 5 o’clock in the morning. 
Before daylight the boys in blue were under 
arms, and at 6 were within sight of the quar- 
ries. Right ahead of them, within the 
limits of Cook County, was a gang of tough- 
looking fellows, numbering at least 200, who 
had warned the willing laborers against work- 
ing, under penalty of death. The men who 
wanted 10 work were on one side of the road 
with their dinner-pails, and the toughs, who 
were in the minority, occupied a position in a 
bedge on the otber side. Things were in this 
shape when the militia, part of Company B, 
marched in sight. When the workmen saw the 
soldiers they took courage and attempted to 
cross the road, but were met by the toughs 
with clubs. An alarm was given, and the mob 
ran pel-mell down a steep precipice and es- 
caped. This virtually closes the last chapter 
in the celebrated Lemont quarry strike, for at 
7 o'clock, when it became known that the 
militia had driven the gang of marauders 
to their holes, workmen from all parts of the 
town flocked to the quarries and asked for 
work. Before 8 o'clock the Singer & Talcott 
Company had eighty men at work, and before 
noon had more men than could be used in one 
place, so Mr. Norton, Mayor of the town and 
Superintendent of the company, divided the 
men among the different quarries of the com- 
pany about the town. This company has now 
nearly its full force at work. The Polish ele- 
ment still hangs fire on account of the influ- 
ence of some of the ringleaders of the strike, 
and as a consequence, which the quarry-owners 
by no means regret, the few vacancies left in 
the different quarries will be filled by Germans 
and Irishmen. When it was announced to the 
quarry laborers at Sag Bridge that the men 
were at work in Lemont, all the men in the 
employ of the Enterprise Stone Company with 
but few exceptions went to work: The streets 
of the town have been almost deserted this aft- 
ernoon 80 far as the workingmen are concern- 
ed, and it is generally conceded that the strike 


of 


is ended beyond a doubt. The percentage of . 


the Poles that went to work is very small, 
showing that the ringleaders among the Polish 
element are to dlame for: the  carry- 
ing on of the strike, although the 
Poles have tried to saddle the responsibili- 
ty on the Swedes. 

Col. Potter, Sheriff Hanchett’s representa- 
tive here, is entitied to honorable mention for 
the good judgment and precaution he used 
this moraing in ordering out the militia quiet- 
ly where he anticipated correctly that an at- 
tempt would be made to intimidate peaceable 
men from going to work. As it is, he is virtu- 
ally in command of the town, and has been so 
for more than a week, He has discharged his 
duty fearlesly and with honor to himself. Com- 
pany D of the militia from Ottawa was ordered 
home by the Governor this afternoon.

‘gether with thé names of the members of the 
Claims Committee, which has already recom- 
mended it for passage, and those of the Ap- 
propriations Committee, to which it has been 
referred. 
It will be found by those who read the bill 
that it is made up in large part of ‘‘ where- 
ases which are designed to present the rea- 
sons for voting this huge appropriation out 
ot the State Treasury. These whereases 
set forth that the canal contractors were 
** compelled by the State to accept depreciated 
scrip in payment for the work”; that said 
scrip ** was not worth over 25 cents on the 
dollar“ at the time it was issued; that the 
contractors received it under protest“; that 
they were ‘‘ compelled to lose on an average 
7s cents on the dollar; that the canal has 
proved a great benefit and blessing to the 
people; that its earnings have yielded 
, $2,000,000 te the State; and that a committee 
ot three persons has been appointed to col- 
lect and distribute the claims. ‘Then the bill 
proceeds to appropriate to these three per- 
sons various sums of money, duly itemized, 
together with interest thereon from Jan. 1,

END OF THE SOUDAN CAMPAIGN, 

The statement which has been so frequent- 
ly made that the English Government was 
about to abandon the Soudan campaign is 
now coufirmed by the official declaration in 
Parliament, It required cousiderable cour- 
age to make this declaratlon, now that the 
pressure of the threatened rupture with 
Russia, which offered an excellent excuse for 
removing the troops, no longer exists, but 


Mr. Gladstone calmly faced the music and 


made the acknowlédgment. 

It might be said that it would have been 
better had he abandoned the project at the 
outset. He might have done so had he been 
more than human.. He was never in favor of 
the Soudan campaign, and as is well known 
resolutely opposed the dispatch of Gordon to 
Khartoum. The pressure of his own party, 
of the Tories, of the préss, and the people 
was too great to withstand, however. He 
reluctantly allowed Gordon to go upon his 


fatal errand, and when he was in danger he 


couid not consistently with humanity decline 
to make an effort to rescue him. That effort 
having proved a wretched failure, he has now 
faced the situation and announced that there 
will be no advance against El Mahdi in the 
fall as had been contemplated by Gen. 
Wolseley, who was eager to retrieve his 
reputation. The most that will be done will 
be to hold Wady-Halfa on the Lower Nile 
and Suakin on the Red Sea, the locality 
where the future railroad to Berber begins, 
and to proceed with this and the Nile road 
as commercial enterprises at a fitting time. 
‘The campaign which has now come to a 
definit close has been a costly one. The ex- 
pedition was ordered by the Government last 
June, and it moved in the fall. It was beset 
with appalling difficulties owing to the. per- 
sistency of Gen. Wolseley in choosing the 
Nile route instead of the railroad route from 
Suakin across the desert to Berber. Numer- 
ous battles were fought with the Arabs, in- 
cluding three very severe ones at Abu-Klea, 
Metemneh, and Berti, in which the English 
lost such gallant officers as Col. Burnaby, 
Gen. St. Vincent, Gen. Earl, and Gen. 
Stewart. Metemneh was not reached until 
February, and then only in time to discover 
that Gordon had been killed and Khartoum 
captured a month before. Then, harassed by 
the Arabs, and worn out with heat, fatigue, 
and sickness, the little army ‘commenced its 


retrograde movement to points beyond the 


immediate possibility of danger. As the re- 
sult of this campaign over 8,000 Arabs, 8,000 
Egyptians, and 1,000 English troops were 
killed, andin his statement to Parliament 
Mr. Gladstone declared he was unable to say 
whether any part of the $25,000,000 in round, 


numbers ‘voted for the ‘Soudan expenses 
would be saved. It was a costly war in life’ 


and treasure waged to no purpose... Gordon 
was not saved. Khartoum was not relieved. 

The Mahdi’s insurrection was not quelled.

poorly-armed Arab hordes. It was not a 
creditable campaign to Gen. Wolseley nor to 
the Government which ordered it, but its re-

MR. WATTERSON’S MISSION. 

It may be, as reported, that Mr. Sam Ran- 
dall has had more than his due share of in- 
fluence in determining the appointments 
made by the new Administration, and Mr. 


‘Watterson and the Kentucky crowd. may be 


at a disadvantage for the time being. But 
Mr. Watterson will be heard from. He has 
a rod in pickle for the President and the 
next.Democratic Congress.

TRADING ON THE CALL. 

Once more the Board of Trade of this city 
is divided on the subject ot a call. The 
institution was tried for some years in con- 
nection with the old location and given up 
nearly a year ago, the vcte to disband being 
a large one. Very many members of the 
board hoped they had seen the last of it, but 
the Real-Estate Managers arranged for a 
room in the new building suitable for such a 
‘purpose, thinking it was a ‘‘good thing to 
have in the house, and then it was decided 
te be folly to own a thing without using it. 

The old call was started in deference to 
the wishes of B. P. Hutchinson, who wanted 
some means of fixing prices on provisions a 
little more firmly early in the day than was 
then usual, and the morning call was soon a 
success, though strongly opposed at the out- 
set by men who afterwards favored it. Then 
its friends became ambitious and had it ex- 
tended to.include grain. It gradually became 
recognized as a nuisance for that kind of 
business and would have been abolished much 
earlier but for the skill of Stiles, who was 
the best caller on record. His death brought 
partial chaos and the call was ultimately 
abolished at the instigation of G. J. Brine, 

For the information of the uninitiated we 
may say that the call is eonducted on the 
auction plan, by one man, and only one sale 
ean be made atatime. A given article is 
called, and the trading in it goes on till no 
one wants to buy or sell, whereupon it is 
passed and the next on the list is in order. 
The plan appears to be the one best adapted 
to dealing in stocks, where a few transactions 
in each is the rule; and it is especially. val- 
uable as fixing the prices at which the prop- 
erty in question may be afterwards bought 
and sold by brokers. But it is claimed to be 
unsuited to an ‘active grain market, such 
as we often have in Chicago. In wheat, 
for instance, there are often more than a 
score of trades so nearly at the same instant 
that no one can tell which occurred first, and 
prices may be as much as a cent apart on dif- 
ferent sides of the pit at the same moment. 
None of the parties to these trades want to 
wait till the others have got through, and 
the delay is intolerable when thirty or forty 


men each hold an order, many of them lim-. 


ited, with the fear that the market will get 
away from him.” But this phase of the dif- 
ficulty is not the most objectionable one. A 
large part of the trading is in changes from 
one.month to another, which is. generally 
done at a small margin above the actual cost 
of carrying the property into the deferred 
future, The current difference between June 
and July wheat is about two and a quarter 
cents. On this basis several million bushels 
of wheat have been changed here since last 
Sunday, a capitalist buying the wheat for 
June and selling it for July. Butif he at- 
tempt to do this on the call he is at a great 
disadvantage, because there the trading for 
one month is finished before that for another 
is begun, and the span is likely to be too 
narrow for him or too wide for the other 
party. Hence the man who makes a busi- 
ness of carrying property is opposed to the 
call unless he also have an interest in some 
other branch of the proceedings on ’Change. 

The members of the Board of Trade ought 
to be able to say for themselves, without dic- 
tation from others, What they will do and 
how they will do it.. Of course this state- 
ment is made on the understanding that 
their proposed line of action does not trench 
on the rights of others who do not belong to 
the organization. But it is also a question how 
far any number of its members constituting 
a majority has a right to go in determining 
the mode of trading when their choice is not 
in accordance with the preferences of the 
rest. In the present case the resolve to have 
a call is alleged by its opponents to have re- 
ceived its casting vote from men who never 
intend to trade in that way, but think that 
the call will make their assessments smaller 
by drawing money from other members for 
the use of seats. If such be the motive it is 
an unworthy one, to say the least, and not 
likely to secure a permanent advantage to 
themselves, however well it may promise at 
the outset.

It does not imperil the 
peace of the congregation, but it is apt to en- 
tertain views ot the conduct of life which 
are not often stated at the pulpit end of the 
church, and sometimes to practice them in a 
reckless manner. Into the cause of this we 
do not propose to inquire, for it would be 
frnitiess: It is one of the unexplainable 
mysteries of the beautiful and | heavenly art 
of music that its votaries as a Pule are any- 
thing but beautiful or heavenly in their rela- 
tions to each other and to the outside world, 
and the quartet choir is one of the most fre- 
quent media for the display of depravity. Its 
members as a rule are not shining theological 
lights.

It 
is also to be said of the quartet choir that 
there is always the: temptation for a row, 
for jealousies and heart-burnings, and some-

All this ean be avoided by the large sur- 
pliced choir, Its numbers, as we have 


said, are a guaranty of good conduct. What- 


ever little wrangles its members may have 


outside, they are not brought into the 


church. Any departure from the moral 
standards would be at once discovered, and 
if any luckless person should attempt even 
the ordinary eccentricities of the quartet 
singer he would be instantly caught at it and 
frowned upon by the more discreet sur- 
plices. Musical jealousies are not likely to 
oceur where there are no soloists. All being 
on the same plane, there can be no occasion 
for envy. It makes little difference the nat- 
ure of the choir. If it is composed of boys 
it can easily be held under restraint by rigor- 
ous discipline. If it is eomposed of young men 
atone there is certainly no danger. If ſt is a 
mixed choir then there is safety in its num- 
bers, 

It strikes’ us that the point for the St. 
James people to make is that they shall have 
good music, whether the singers appear in 
surplices.or out of surplices. The raiment 
matters little, for, as we have said, music 
will have a more or less demoralizing : effect 
evep if ‘the singers should ‘appear in full 
canonicals, If a quartet choir, for instance, 
were arrayed in all the splendor of Cardinals 
in a church pageant it would not makea whit 
of difference in their bearing. They are 
hardened. Nor do we imagine that the sur- 
plices are infallible testimonials.” The ques- 
tion should be one of appropriate music well 
sung, which is a rarity, and if such can be 
had it matters little whether the performers 
are in surplices, in rags and tags, or in velvet 
gowns. The quartet choir, however, in 
whatever style it may be arrayed, needs 
watching. It is quite a distance above the 
heads of the congrega and is not within 
the scrutiny of the min at whichever end 
of the church he may be. It might de well 
to revive the old position of the beadle were 
it not for the danger that even he might be 
bought off or tampered with.

£15,000 toward those in Ireland. This con- 
éession was in direct opposition to one of 
Mr. Giadstone’s: favorit fads, Which is 
that local expenses must be borne by local 
rates, and it is certain that it would not have 
been granted if the situation had not 
been recognized as really desperate.

Anumber ot country Liberals who desired to 
abet ain from voting were compelied to vote by 
the Liberal whips, who pointed out that a de- 
feat would mean the placing of the Govern- 
ment in the hands of the Conservatives.

THE AFGHAN DISPUTS. 


In the House of Lords this-afternoon Earl 
Granville corrected bis statement of yesterday 
coneerning the Afghan dispute, and said that 
the agreement reached between himself, Ear! 
Kimberly, Baron de Staal, and M. Lessar, in 
respect to the Afgban boundary proceedings, 
was not Completed in Lo.don, as yesterday's 
statement would imply, but bad been put in 
shape for submission to Russia for acceptance. 

Baron de Staal, the Russian Ambassador, re- 
ceived a dispatch from St. Petersburg this 
evening, and immediately thereafter bad: a 
jong tuterview with Earl Granville. It is re- 
ported on good authority that the dispatch sn- 
nounced the acceptance by Russia of the 
temporary agreement which Earl Granville 
mentioned this afternoon as having been put 
in sbape for Russla's acceptance by himself. 
Earl Kimberly. Baron de Staal. and M. Lessar. 

In answer to a question, in the House of 
Commons, the Right Hon. Hugh C. Childers, 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, announced that 
about $85,000,000 of the credit of $55,000,000 
bad been already absorbed. 

Mr. Gladstone stated that the agreement 
which had been reached by Lord Granville, the 
Earl of Kimberly, Baron de Staal, and M. 
Lessar respecting the Afghan boundary had 
been forwacdead by Baron de Staal to St.

THB SUEZ CANAL. 

M. de Freyeiuet, Foreign .Minister, has as 
sured a committee of the Chamber of Depu- 
ties that the difficulty respecting the super- 
vision of the Suez Canal will be amicably set- 
tiled. He said that the Egyptian Financiai Con- 
vention had to deal with two questions of great 
importance—namely, the 6vacuation of Egypt, 
which was reserved for future considerauon, 
ana the freedom of the Suez Canal at all 
times. The Suez Canal Commission, be said, 
bad met no reti obstacie, The sub-committee 
appointed to. prepare a draft of the scheme 
bad met only one difficulty, which referred to 
the mode ot supervision of the caval. England 
was on this point at variance with 

other Powers. M. de Freycinet 
urged the necessity of a prompt ratili- 
cation ot the convention ia order 
to permit a speedy carrying out of its provis- 
ions and to enable the Egyptian Government 
to pay the Alexandria indemuity claimants 
who had been waiting three years for their 
money. 

-The optimist opinions of M. de Freycinet 
with regard to the labors of the Suez Canal 
Commission have not been justified by the 
events. The delegates failed to come to an 
understanding about an international surveil- 
lance of the caval, amd will probably meet in 
Paris tomorrow for the last time, without set- 
tum the point at issue. Bugland. backed, it is 
believed, by Italy, repudiates the principles of 
granting to all the Powers an equal right of 
surveillance on the canal banks. France and 
the other Powers, ecting, it ia thought, at the 
instigation of Prince Bismarck, insist on it. In 
a private conversation held tonight Sir Rivers 
Wilson hotly protested against the part played 
by Prinve Bismarck during the negotiations, 
and denounced it as an infamy.

A dispatch from Mesbed reports the arrival 
there of Sir Peter Lumsden, who is en route 
for Engiand. Colt. Stewart and another British 
officer will go to Herat for the purpose of ex- 
amining the fortifications and giving the Ameer 
any needed advice in regard thereto. 


The latest reports from Iceland show that the 
first reports of the April avalanche were not 
exaggerated. Fifteen dwellings, with their 
inhabitants, were swept Into the sea, and 
twenty-four persons were thus drowned. The 
Avalanche destroyed fifty fishing boats. The 
loss in one village alone reached $20, 00°. 

At the banquet given at Rome by Cardinal

The Coffinmakers. 

Between thirty and forty jolly, well-con- 
ditioned men gathered themselves together -in 
the club-room of the Grand Pacifie Hotel yes- 
terday morning, closed the doors, and, with 
an air of unruffied cheerfuluess, declared them- 
Seives in session, An ordinary observer, 
watching the crowd as it ranged into the room, 
would have put the gathering down fora social 
event of an unusually pleasant character. It 
was nothing of the sort; being on the contrary 
the regular quarterly convention of the Nation- 
al Burial Case Association of America—a trade 
society compoged, not as the name indicates, 
of burial cases but of manufacturers of that 
cheerful commodity. 

The worshipful body of gieeful coffin-buiid- 
ers spent a pleasant hour in the morning ar- 
rdnging the preliminaries for the session, 
which is to be of two days’ duration and of no 
sinall importance to the trade... At 12 o’clock 
they took à recess of four hours, during which 
interval they partook of an exceedingly com- 
fortable repast. 

In the afternoon the question of freights 
came up for discussion, but no decision was 
reached. Jt has been the practice of the man- 
ufacturers to pay freights upon all goods sold 
to their customers in whatever section of the 
country. ‘A few of the members of the asso- 
ciation have found the practice irksome and 
are standing out for its abolition, It is not 
impossibie that they may succeed. 

The convention listened also to the report of 
the Committee on Arbitration, which is charged 
with the pleasant duty of entertaining all com- 
piaints, from whatever source: The report 
furnished food for much amusement, ‘and the 
jolly gravediggers shook their sleek sides over 
some of the ghastly jokes narrated.

He is a member of the New York 
Club and the St. Nicholas Club, and has 
been proposed to or is a member 
of the Union Club of this city. 


‘He is also a prominent member of the Hope 


Club of Providence, R. I. He is a native of 
Southport, Conn., and was married there. Mrs. 
Danne’s maiden name waa Marion Wilson. 
They were married in 1864, when Dr. 
Danne was in moderate circumstances. 
Mrs. Danne lives at No. 63 Irving place. She 
said tonight that she lived very happily with 
her husband until eight or nine years ago, and 
no serious rupture occurred until dave 
years ago, when Dr. Danne’s grandfather 
died. He was a prominent merchant of 
Providence, R. I. and left an estate worth 
$500,000 to Dr. Danne, The doctor began lead- 
ing a fast life. They lived in Providence in 
splendid style and then came to New York, 
where they bought a .house at No. 23 
East Fifty-first street. Later on the 
house was. closed. She went to 
the country, and the doctor became 
very irregular in paying ber bills, she said. 
Last November she went to. board with a Mrs.

A CONTESTED WILL. 

Louis de Comeau, a wealthy Frenchman, died 
at Clitton, S. I., last month. He was an eccen- 
tric person, and his three sons left the family 
homestead when quite young because of dis- 
putes with him. A daughter lived in France. 
Mr. de Comeau left an estate worth $1,000,000. 
His will left all the property to the daughter, 
disinberiting the sons, and leaving his widow 
nothing except adower.

THE NATIONAL TEMPERANCE SOCIETY. 

The twentieth annual meeting of the Nation- 
al Temperance Society and Publication House 
ocourred in the Broadway Tabernacie this 
evening. A long review of the work of the 
society during the last year was presented by 
the Corresponding Secretary. The report says 
that in the sphere of temperance iegisiation 
and of political organization there has been a 
marked advance during the year. “ More fully 
than ever before, it says, the suppression 
of the liquor trale has come to be recognized 
as one of the toremost issues of the day 
in local, State. and National politics.” The 
receipts of the society during the twenty years 
of its existence have been more than 51.000. 
000, every dollar of which, it is stated, bas 
been expended in preparing and circulating 
temperance ſiterature and in carrying on mis- 
sionary work. The report reviews at length 
the efforts of the society to secure temperance 
legislation in Congress and in the Legislatures 
of different States. The Treasurer reported 
the entire receipts of the year to be $60,218, 
and the total expenses $60,289. The Rev. T. L. 
Cuyler was elected President, and more than 
100 Vice-Presidents were chosen, including 
John B. Gough, Neal Dow, ex-Gov. John D. 
Long ot Massachusetts, John P. St. John, the 
Rev. Dr. John Hall of this city, and the Rev. 
Joseph Cook. J. N. Steurns was retlected Seo- 
retary and William D. Porter Treasurer. Sev 
eral resolutions were adopted, one of which 
urges ali temperance organizations in the 
United States and in other lands to 
unite in the month of September in celebrat- 
ing the completion of the first century of tem- 
perance reform as inaugurated by Dr. Ben 
Rush of Philadelphia. Another resolution de- 
clares that the society is strictly non-partisan 
in its relations to political parties. Addresses 
were made by the Rev. Dr. Cuyler, tlie Rev. 
Daniel Dorchester of Natick, Mass., and the 
Rev. C. H. Mead of Hornelisvilie,

The Mozurt Club, assisted by Mrs. Cassie 
Mattison-Curtiss, the Chicago Lady's 
Messrs. Lewis, Johnston, apd Thomsen, with 
Migs M. E. Upton as accompanist, gave a con- 
cert in Central Musio-Hall last evening. The 
principal numbers for the club were Buck's 
Nun of Nidaros, Parker's . Jerusalem, 
“The Soldier's Rest,” by James Gill, and 
„Goldllocks,“ by W. L. Blumenschein. The 
latter two compositions are new, and were 
written for the prize song competition of 
the Apollo Club. The feature of the con- 
cert was the appearance of Mrs. Mattison- 
Curtiss. .Before the fire she was cngaged 
in the choir of the Second Presbyterian 
Church and was- the favorit contralto in the 
city.

She was enthusiastically 
applauded afterher first song, and in reply to 
the encore sang Fesca’s Wanderer.“ The 
work of the club, while it indicates that the 
couductor, Mr. Bartlett, bas been energetic in 
his training, still shows that there must be 
much more accomplished before the singing 
can be regarded as artistic. The quality of 
the tone that is produced is not good ia the 
tenor parts, for the high notes are taken with 
an effort that is unpleasant, and the sound is 
hard and forced, instead of musical. There is 
a variation from the key that is also beard, at 
times most unpleasantly, The best singing 
was done in Bucks Nun of Nidaros and 
Parker’s Jerusalem,.“ in which Mr. Wilder 
sang the solo.

Mr: Johuston 
sang the sole in “The Nun of Nidaros,”’ and 
in the duet with Mr. Curtis Misa Upton is to be 
commended for the manner in which she 
played the accompaniments, for she accom-

Sporting men taik mysteriously of the inciting 
doses which Jack administers to a disheartened 
and fainting contestant; and it was he who 
had young Donovan in charge during the fatal 
week. Harriman has gone through the or- 
deal of a long race many times, how- 
ever, and knows what ought or 
ought not to be endured. Besides, the 
Police Commissioners have ordered Capt. 
Williams, whose precinct includes the Madison 
Square Garden, to watch for and stop any 
in the way of actual cruelty. Poor Dono is 
believed to have been done to death dy his 
bandiers, and Williams, who is an experienced 
athlete himself, will undertake to protect the 
novices against torture. Prompt arrests will 
be mare in case a racer is forced inhumanly to 
overexert himself or is fired by alcohbcl or other 
stimujants to a dangerous extent. The strong 
probability is that the race will be considerably 
interfered with by the police. The active op- 
position of the managers of the numerous city 
rinks has threatened to break up the enter- 
prise. An earnest effort was made to get a 
law passed prohibiting ra of more than four 
hours’ duration, and a pet with 5.000 sig- 
natures was sent to Albany; but without suc- 
cess. The rink men are uated by fear of 
the untashionabieness which - such contests 
bring to the sport.“

THH REASONS FOR TT. 

An Answer to the Query. Why Do 
Americans Dislike England t“ 

New Tonk, May 6.—(|Editor New York 

Times.|—Replying to the query which heads 


this letter, from the pen of An English Jour- 


nalist,” in the Times of today, an American de- 
sires to say that it is largely because Amer- 
icans have memories. They remember that 
during our Civil War England made indecent 
haste to recognize our insurgents as belliger- 
ents and accord them belligerent richts; that 
she allowed the building, arming, and manning 
of ships flying the Confederate flag for the de- 
struction of American commerce, and, in spite 
of the protests of our Nationa! representatives, 
the English Government connived at the 
departure of those ships on their hos- 
tile mission. Americans remember that 
it was in consequence of English aid 
to the insurgents that the War, which 
might have been ended in one or two years, 
was prolonged to four, American commerce 
was destroyed, and in consequence of the same 
English aid and support to the Rebellion 600,000 
American lives were lost (on both sides) ‘and 
five thousand million American dollars. were 
expended. For this reason there are thousands 
of Americans, South as well as North, who 
“would rejoice if ignominy and shame ‘were 
showered on England at last,“ and who sin- 
cerely hope that she may learn through mis- 
fortune, as evidently she can learn in no other 
way, to keep out of the family quarrels of 
other nations. Through England’s interfer- 
ence our,Nutional difficulties in suppressing 
the Rebellion were many times increased, and 
the lot of the insurgents was made much 
harder than it would otherwise have been. 
Consequently **An English Journalist will 
find quite as much cordial detestation of En- 
gland among those who fought for the Con- 
tederacy as with those who supported the Stars 
and Stripes. 

We remember the Alabama, the Shenandoab, 
the Florida, and other Confederate cruisers 
that were altogether English in every way ex- 
cept their principal officers and a very few men 
of their crews. We remember that those 
cruisers were granted privileges in English 
ports which were denied to our National ships, 
and wo remember that when the Alabama was 
sunk by the Kearsage, the battery of the En- 
glish-Confederate ship was worken by gunners 
from her Majesty's training-ship Excellent in 
Portsmouth Harbor. An English Journal- 
ist may doubtiess ascertain facts at present 
unknowp to him by a perusal of Executive 
Document No. 31, Senate of the United States, 
Forty-second Congress, second session. The 
pamphlet will tell him much that many Amer- 
icans remember without its aid. Your corre- 
spondent may reply that England has paid for 
her wrongdoing through the Geneva arbitra- 
tion. Yes, ghe has paid $15,000,000 of our di- 
rect claims for ships and cargoes destroyed. 
She did not pay for the five thousand miliions of 
indirect damages arising from the prolongation 
of the War, the consequent devastation of the 
country, the increase of our National debt, the 
impoverishment of the South, and she did not 
restore one life of the many thousands of men 
who died under the Northern and Southern 
flags in consequence of her acts. 


Your correspondent says England has taught 


the world how to abolish slavery. Let me ask 
if it was in the interest of abolition that she 
supported the great Rebellion in the United 
States, whose avowea object was the preserva- 
tion of slavery, which bad been endangered by 
the election of Abraham Linooin to the Presi- 
dency? Further on be asks, What has Rus- 
sia done for America?“ and I again remind 
him that we have memories. We remember 
that in 1864 England and France were on the 
point of recognizing the Southern Con- 
federacy asa nation, and they would have 
done so but for Russia. Our friend the Czar 
sent a fleet of ships to New York and another 
to San Francisco, and virtually placed them at 
our service. England was given to understand 
that the recognition of the Confederacy would 
seve. thw reladions, already strained, between 
that country and Russia. With the prospectof 
seeing her commerce destroyed, as she had de- 
stroyed ours, land paused, and the Con- 
federacy was not recognized. If An English 
Journalist is sképtical concerning this asser- 
tion he is respectfully referred to the Ameri- 
can papers of twenty-one years ago, at the 
time of che arrival of the Russian fleet at New 
York, and he may obtain additional informa- 
tion from official sources. 

To the Russian schemes of conquest in Cen- 
tral Asia Americans give little attention. We 
bave no interest in the Khirgese steppes or 
the Merve oasis, and our only sympathy with 
the Muscovite advance in that quarter is one 
of kindly interest forafriend. We regard it 
as a struggle for commercial supremacy be- 
tween Engiand and Kussia; both nations are 
desirious of securing the monopoly of trade in 
that quarter, and all the talk of either about 
conterring the blessings of civilization on the 
wiid people of Asia is idle bosh.“ The Eu- 
glish have much to say about their great 
mission in India’’ and their obligations as 
guardians of the millions of people in Hin- 
dostan.” Engiand’s mission in India is to 
make money out of the country and find em- 
ployment for many thousands of soldiers 
and civilians, and whatever benefit India 
derives trom the English occupation (and 
she has been greatly benefited by it) 
is mainly that Engiand may derive more. En- 
giand’s pretense in regard to India may be 


placed on a par with the Czar’s solicitude about. 
‘the Christian inhabitants of Bulgaria when he 


sought a pretext ior making war upon Tur- 
key. Russia's rule at bome is far below that 
ot the English in the Brit sh Isles, but that 
which she exercises over her conquered prov- 
inces will bear comparison with that of En- 
gland in India and Burmabh, and is certainly 
far preferabiv to the rule of Turkey, which 
**Perfiaious Albion’’ jealously sustains. But 
for Engiand Russia would now be in 

sion of Constantinople, and the wretched des- 
potism of the Turks in Europe would be at an 
end. The interests of civilization demand the 
expulsion ot the Moslem power from Europe; 
the interests of British commerce would suffer 
by such expulsion, and therefore the Sick 
Man is sustained, AN AMERICAN. 


THE EXPRESS ROBBERY. 


Story of Wright, the Man Under Ar- 
rest at Bloomington—He Is Held for 
Bail—Davis Much Worse. 
BLOOMINGTON, Ind., May 11.—[Special.}— 

William Wright, charged with committing the 
Harrodsburg express robbery, arrived here 
from Terre Haute early this morning. Wright 
has not yet been identified by Weber, who 
states that he will know the man 
who committed the deed at first sight. 
Wright seems careless and indifferent to the 
charges made against him, and laughed hearti- 
ly and often. He is a man under the medium 
hight, dressed in rough clothes, has sharp, 
gray eyes, light mustache and hair. He told 
your correspondent a well-connected tale, 
hardly waiting to be questioned, but when he 
was closely questioned became confused and 
in material points contradicted himself. Sub- 
stantially his story is as follows:

GOV. SHERMAN SUSTAINED 


In His Suspension from Office of the 
Late Auditor Brown of Iowa. 

Des Mornrs, la., May 12.—[(Special.]—The 
Supreme Court today rendered a decision in 
the habeas-corpus proceeding brought by ex- 
Auditor Brown to test the constitutionality of 
the act under which he was removed from of- 
fice. When Mr. Brown was suspended for re- 
fusing to render a proper accounting for the 
funds intrusted to him he refused to vacate 


the office, claiming that the Governor had no 
righ@to suspend bim without previous trial of 
the o preferred. He was therefore ar- 


rested for misdemeanor, and in order to get an 


immediate hearing before the Supreme Court 
he brought proceedings before that tribunal 
tor a writ of habeas corpus, alleging that his 
arrest was unconstitutional. A temporary writ 
was granted at the Davenport term April 7. 
The case was then argued more fully at the 
Dpbuque term following. and the decision of 
the court was filed here today. The court 
affirms the constitutionality of the statute 
which authorized Brown's suspension from 
office, and sustains the subsequent ings 
of the Governor as legal and constitutional. 
Brown is, therefore, remanded into custody 
and the writ of habeas corpus is denied. The 
status of the case now is such that Brown must 
either comply with the law and account 
for the funds that came to him as Auditor, 
in which case be would probably be rein- 
stated without further } proceedings, or 
else his suspension will be permanent, aad he 
can only get possession of the office again by 
successful proceedings under quo warranto. 

The decision was rendered by Judges Roth- 
rock, Adams, and Reid, Judge Beck being pre- 
vented by sickness from participating, and 
Judge Seevers giving a dissenting opinion. 
After reviewing tne facts in the case, and ap- 
proving of the method taken by Brown to test 
the constitutionality of his suspension, the 
court cites the statute in question and says: 

The Constitution of lowa provides for the re- 
moval of an officer by impeachment, and does not 
provide for removal by the Govefnor. There is 
much ground for contending, therefore, that if the 
statute in question provides for the removal of an 
officer by the the Governor it cannot be sustained. 
But the State contends that the statute does not so 
provide. To determine whether it does we must 
have recourse to a careful examination of its lan- 
guage. The principal provision uses the words: 

The Governor shall forthwith suspend such 
officer from the exercise of his office.’’ 

In our Opinion the suspension of an officer in the 
exercise of his office is not necessarily to be con- 
strued as a removal. It would, perhaps, be equiv- 
alent to a removal during the time of suspension, 
so far as the officer’s most important right is con- 
cerned, if the officer by such suspension were to be 
deprived of his emoluments; but the statute does 
not provide that he shall be. Ifa statute is sus- 
ceptible of any reasonable construction which will 
render it constitutional it is our duty to adopt such 
construction as will sustain it. Now, it seems to us 


clear that an officer might be suspended from the 


exercise of his office in such limited sense as to 
affect merely his duties. If this is so the act of 
the Governor is not open to the objection above 
set forth, nor to the objection also made that the 
Governor is not vested with judicial power. His 
act does not amount to a judicial determination. 
Our view is strengthened by the fact that the mani- 
fest object of the statute can be secured by some- 
The object is to secure 
the State from loss. This object is secured so 
far as it can be by merely suspending 
the officer’s acts and by gaining possession of the 
books, papers, etc., of the office. Again, the statute 
contemplates that the suspension may be tempo- 
rary. This is not consistent with the idea of a re- 
moval in any proper sense. Itis undoubtedly the 
duty of the Governor to promptly investigate the 
matters specified in the adverse report, and 
hear such explanation and evidence as the officer 
may offer, and to remove the suspension if he is 
satisfied that the report is incorrect, or the proper 
amounts will be made and the public interests pro- 
tected. 

As to the decision most relied upon by 
Brown the court says: 

We can answer that in Lowe vs. Commonwealth, 
above cited, the Supreme Court of Kentucky in 
passing upon a similar statute seemed to regard 
the suspension of the acts of the officer as equiva- 
lent to being removed, and held the statute uncon- 
stitutional upon that ground: but we are not cer- 
tain that the distinction which we make was espe- 
cially insisted upon by the State. Besides, we do 
not feel greatly influenced by a single decision in a 
sister State upon such a question. The court 
of final jurisdiction in each State must judge mainly 
for itself for the meaning of the statutes of the State 
and especiaily where the construction to be given 
involves a question of the constitutionality of the 
statute. The court must weigh ite own doubts, if 
it has any, and sustain a statute, even as against 
strong doubts, if it can be done by any reasonable 
construction. Weare aware that the power given 
the Governor might be abused. Much has been 
said, and forcibly said, by the petitioner’s counsel 
upon this point. But the State must be allowed 
to protect itself in some way, and the 
power to protect it must be lodged 
somewhere. Besides, the hardship resulting 
from merely suspending the acts of an 
officer without removing him, or afflicting him 
otherwise, cannot be regarded as a very serious 
one. The suspension is based upon the report ofa 
commission. The hardship when it is suffered re- 
sults mainly from the adverse report. The sus- 
pension follows as an act enjoined by law, and 
does not necessarily indicate what the Gov- 
ernor’s judgment is as to the correctness 
of the report. If the Governor, after in- 
vestigation, should refuse to remove the 
suspension his refusal might be regarded as show- 
ing that he believed the report to be correct, and, 
mvreover. that he did not have sufficient assurance 
that amends would be made. Such fact would, of 
course, be injarious to the reputation of the officer, 
except where the shortcomings might be the result 
of physical or mental disability. But an officer 
against whom an adverse, but wrongful, report has 
been made shouid be glad of an opportunity to ex- 
plain his action to the Governor and adduce evi- 
dence in rebuttal of the report, to the end that 
he might secure an indorsement of his action by 
the Governor’s official act in removing the 
suspension. Wecannot presume that the Governor 
would act perversely in the matter. On the other 
hand, we must presume that he would not. In our 
opinion the discharge from custody prayed by the 
petitioner must be denied and he must be re- 
manded. 


Justice Seevers, in a dissenting opinion, 
hoids that the statute is unconstitutional be- 
cause no provision is made whereby the pilains- 
iff has the right to test the truth of the 
charges against him before some tribunal or 
person vested with judicial powers,

A BARBED-WIRE DECISION. 

A decision in the barbed-wire cases was de- 
livered yesterday by Judge Brewer in the 
United States Circuit Court at Des Moines, Ia. 
The cases were argued betore Judge Brewer 
last January, the plaintiffs being the Washburn 
& Mven Manufacturing Company and Isaac L. 
L. Wood, and the defendants the Grinnell 
Barbed-Wire Company of Grinnell, Ia., and the 
Farmers’ Protective Association of Des Moines. 
The cause of litigation was the alleged intrac- 
tion of certain barbed-wire patents. These 
were known as the Glidden uurel ssued 
patent and the Putnam patents on 
automatic manufactur machines.

machines. The detendants are thus left at 
liberty to manufacture with the machinery 
they have—the court holding that these ma- 
chines are not an infraction of the Putnam 
patents—but are barred from making the Glid- 
den barbed-wire. Coburn & Thacher, counsel 
for the plaintiffs, express themseiv weil 
pleased with the decision.

THE OPERA-FESTIVAL HALL. 
WHY IT WAS NOT PULLED DOWN WHEN THE 
FESTIVAL ENDED. 


Secretary Reynolds of the Exposition Com- 
pany was asked yesterday whether the Opera- 
Festivai Association had stipulated to remove 
the inside structure at the end of their season. 

„Tes,“ he replied. ‘They made a contract 
with us to use the building a certain time, to 
put up a certain structure, and to take it down 
by May 11. Afterwards John Hamlin made a 
contract with us to use the building for sim- 
ilar purposes for ten weeks during the sum- 


mer, and be made arrangements with the festi-' 
val people and tne contractors to use & 
part of the same structure sc as not to be 
Obliged to put in another. He has also stipu- 
lated that he will take it out at the end of bis 
term— Aug. 8 It made no difference to us 
whether he used the old structure or put in a 
new one. We have no control over the struct- 
ure. We do not dictate what shall be 
done, but require the parties to put 
up a structure in accordance with. 
the ordinances the city. We do not com- 
plain about it, amd we take a heavier risk than 
anybody else. Ii the city doesn't compiain we 
do not care. We are satisfied the building is 
safe—that there is no danger of fire, I think 
it is as safe a risk as any in the city, and the 
underwriters are not troubling themselves 
about it. The only really dangerous part, and 
the only heavy part—the upper gallery, which 
had a forest of heavy timber under it—bas 
been removed. We haven't the slightest ap- 
prehension of disaster, and with the precau- 
tions required and taken there cannot be any 
trouble. The two points we aim at are not to 
assume anything beyond cur rights in the mat- 
ter, and to protect ourselves from harm.“ 

„Why didn't you require the Festival Asso- 
ciation peopie to live up to their stipulation?’’ 

„Because they had made arrangements with. 
Hamlin to let the structure remain before the 
term of their occupancy expired, and it made 
no difference to us, as I said, whether the old 
structure remained or another was putin. We 
assented to its use because we didn’t want to 
put Hamlin to the expense of building de 
novo, and there was no occasion for it.“ 

MR. HENROTIN’S BID. 
HE THINKS THE COUNCIL SHOULD HAVE 40 
CEPTED IT. 


Mr. C. Henrotin was asked yesterday what 


be thought about the position the Council was 
taking on the bids for leasing the rookery lot. 
His answer was: The Council is making a 
great mistake and is losing a good deal of 
money for the city.

If the Coun- 
cil does not want to lease the old rookery lot 
let them say so; but my bid is honest, and is 
in my opinion the best bid' made.” 


SHAKSPEARE’S AUTOGRAPH. 
EXCITEMENT IN ENGLAND OVEB THE CHICAGO 
TREASURE. 

It will be remembered that at the last meet- 
ing of the Chicago Historical Society somewhat 
of a sensation was created in literary circles 
by the announcement made by Mr. O, F. 
Gunther that he had been fortunate enough to 
come into possession of a Ward Shakspeare 
containing the great dramatist’s autograph 
pasted on one of the outer fiy-leaves. News 
of the alleged discovery has penetrated to En- 
gland, where the matter has profoundly moved 
those specialist Shakspearean antiquaries 
who would worship a genuine auto- 
graph of Shakspeare with as much 
fear and trembiing as a Mohammedan 
would a hair of the Prophet. Mr. Gunther has 
received a busbel of letters from London and 
Liverpool congratulating him upon his acqui- 
sition and expressing great astonishment at 
the fact of such a rare literary treasure turn- 
ing up from among the wilds of Western 
America. Men in the Eastern States have 
written to him in a similar vein, and expressed 
the hope that he would permit the greatest 
reasonable latitude to be used in attempts to 
verify the authenticity of tne signature. A 
London savant has sent to Mr. Gun- 
ther a curious old history, very quaint- 
ly illustrated, of Stratford-on-Avon, and 
another a leaf torn from an old issue of the 
London Mirror, containing a woodcut purport- 
ing to represent a fac-simile of the signature 
appended to Shakspeare’s will. After a care- 
ful comparison Mr. Gunther finds the signature 
on the wood-cut and tbe original signature in 
his possession as nearly as possible identical, 
aud therefore be. is, if possible, more than ever 
convinced that the autograph in the ** Ward“ 
Suakspeare is genuine. At the request of Mr. 
Sabin, the well-known art and vertu deaier in 
London, Mr. Gunther has forwarded to En- 
giand a copy of the autograph, and the 
Atheneum, the principal literary weekly of 
Great Britain, proposes to write an article 

upon the subject. 


THE GRAND JURY. 
JUDGE HAWES’ INSTRUCTIONS—INVESTIGATING 
TALBUT—EDDIE HARPER. 

The May grand jury was completed yesterday 
by Judge Hawes from the special venire, and 
consists of the following twenty-three men: 
Fred Sommer, foreman; Charles F. L. Doerner,

WEST TOWN BOARD. 
AUDITING EX-SUPERVISOR HUSEMAN’S AC- 
COUNTS—A WORDY SCRIMMAGE. 

The West Town Board resolved itself into an 
auditing board last night, and held a beated 
session over several thousand dollars’ worth of 
bills which had been paid by the ex-Supervisor, 
Henry Huseman. The main bone of conten- 
tion was the payment of the list of deputy 
assessors, some forty-five in number, whose 
bills for the period from May 1 to July 1, 1884, 
ranged from $1,170 to $37.50. Some of the as- 
sessors claimed pay for 117 days and others for 
only fifteen days, the two chief clerks haying 
been put down for 810 per day each and the 
others at $5 per day each. Justice Fisher ob- 
jected to the sworn accounts of the 
assessors, and made a moon to the effect that 
the accounts be disallowed, but it being stated 
that they had already been paid by the ex-Su- 
pervisor the motion was not seconded and 
hence not entertained. After considerable 
further discussion Justice Russell made a mo- 
tion to the effect that the accounts of forty- 
three assessors at $5 per day as presented be 
audited. This was carried, and also another 
motion to pay the chief clerks $1,170 each at 
$10 per day for 1l7 days. The bills of Micbael 
Powers, ex-Town Clerk, for eighty-five days’ 
service as assessor, amounting to $424, and of 
Peter O'Brien for $460 for services rendered 
as deputy assessor were passed in order that 
the books could be inspected regarding them. 

Justices Russeil, Scully, and Fisher, to whom 
was referred the bill for $985 of the law firm of 
Moore & Browning for legai services rendered 
the West Town, reported in favor of allowing 
but $385 of the billand striking out $600. No 
action was taken, because the committee bad 
been appointed by the board, and the report 
could not be heard, therefore, in Committee of 
the W hole. 71 1 

Supervisor Paulsen, newly-elected, arose and 
said there were two Supervisors in the West 
Town, Mr. Huseman having ail the money in 
his possession, and he wanted matters straight- 
ened out and the books and money pertaining 
to the Supervisor's office turned over to him. 

Justice Ingersoll interrupted him by saying 
that was not a matter for the board to 
settle. Paulsen should demand the books from 
Husemen and get them. 

Paulsen—I know my business. I can’t do 
anything until I get those books. 

Justice Ingersoil—The board doesn’t want to 
be instructed by you, sir. 

Paulsen—That’s all right, but 

Justice Ingersoll—And we don’t want to be 
insulted by you, either. Sit down, sir. 

The Supervisor sat down and Justice Inger- 
zoll asked Huseman why he didu't turn over 
the book to Paulsen, 

“T want my accounts settled first.“ replied 
Huseman. 

** That doesn’t cut any figure,” replied Justice 
Ingersoll, but Huseman didn’t appear to be 
satisfied. What the outcome will be remains 
to be seen, Paulsen insisting on the books, 
while Huseman declines to give them up un- 
til his accounts are audited. Huseman.has 
about $15,000 of the West Town tunds in his 
possession, and Paulsen can pay no bills until 
he gets some cash. 

A little passage-at-arms occurred during the 
session between Justices Fisher and White and 
ex-Supervisor Huseman. Justice Fisher took 
oceasion at Various times to dispute Dills pre- 
sented, Finally, when some bills for rent had 
been taken up the ex-Supervisor made a re- 
mark concerning them which Justice Fisher 
characterized as untrue. 

Mr. Huseman said nothing in reply, but Jus- 
tice White, who was presiding, sharply re- 
buked Justice Fisher, telling him that he should 
be more gentiemauly in his language. 

T bave nothing to take back, answered 
Justice Fisher. 

Lou shouldn't call any gentleman a liar,” 
rejoined Justice White. 

He didn’t ask you for protection,” retort- 
ed Justice Fisher. You don’t have to take 
it up. Besides, I objectto being catechised.’’ 

It it wasn’t for the respect I have for the 
board I would take it up,” quietly put in 
Huseman, and there the matter dropped.

There is a pretty general feeling on 
‘Change that the call as at present 
carried out is a regular nuisance, and 
the din and confusion during the wheat call 
was in ail probability caused by those opposed 
to the entire Call- Board scheme. After the call 
was over a petition went the rounds ot. we 
board, and was numerously signed, which set 
forth that, whereas, a cali for grain bad already 
proved a failure, and was not wanted by 
traders in grain, the members of the Clearing- 
House Association respectfully requested the 
directors to postpone the contemplated sale of 
seats, and to order that there shail not be a 
call for grain. There is a decided feelmg 
among provision menthat the call should be 
altogether in the afternoon or after trading 
-hours, and this feeling is largely shared in by 
the other members of the board.

CANNED GOODS LABELS. 
LOCAL DEALERS CRITICISE THE NEW YORK LAW. 

An Albany (N. Y.) dispatch says that the 
State Senate has passed the Canned Goods bill, 
with an amendment providing that each can 
shall bear the names of the wholesale and re- 
tail dealers handling it as well as of the packer, 

Sprague, Warner & Co., one of the largest 
wholesale’ firms in the city, said yesterday, 
when shown the dispatch, that the bill, as 
amended, was too much of a good thing. There 
seemed to be no necessity for the marking of 
the can with the names of the packer, whole- 
sale merchant, and retail dealer. There were 
apparently several objections to the plan. The 
bill was a State law and would be operative 
only in New York. Consequently the whole- 
sale and retail dealers in other States 
could do as they pleased. This distinction 
would be apt to work to the disadvantage 
of any one State, and for that reason the bill 
should be a Congressional measure. 
retail dealers, who pretended te buy directiy 
from the canning companies, and generally did 
so, would object to having the name of the 
wholesale dealer appear on the can when a 
purchase was made of them instead of from 
the packers. Both wholesale and retail dealers 
would also be obliged to handle the entire stock 
in order to affix their names. The name of the 
packer alone should be sufficient. 

Charles H. Slack, a large retail dealer, was 
also seen on the subject. He thought the 
affixing of all three names unnecessary. It 
was sufficient that the packer’s name, together 
with a description of the goods, should 
appear. The packers stamp should give 
bis name, the date of canning, 
the place, and the quality of the goods. If 
*“*soaked goods they should be so designated. 
If 1884 goods the date should appear in order 
that the purchaser should not unwittingly buy 
last year’s goods. The English law was a good 
one. On mustard, for instance, the maker's 
name appeared and the goods were described. 
If pure, they were so marked, and, if adulter- 
ated, the amount and material of adulteration 
were stated. He bought his canned goods di- 
rectly from the packer and was willing to affix 
his name, but the responsibility really lay with 
the packer. The affix of the retail dealer's 
name would mean simply extra time and trou- 
bie to bim, as the canner, in most cases 
manufacturing’ the goods for the generai mar- 
ket would not be able to put more than his 
Own name on the can. | 


SUSPECTED JURORS. 
TWO MEN WHO WILL HAVE TO EXPLAIN SOME 
PECULIAR CIRCUMSTANCES. 

Owing to a little unexpected occurrence yes- 
terday morning before Judge Collins in the 
case of the American Cutlery Company against 
the American Machinery Company two of the 
jurors’ seats remained empty all day, and the 
case was tried with only ten men. 

The suit was brought on a note for $1,200 
given by the defendant to one F. Herbold in 
payment of some work, and by him assigned to 
the plaintiff. The defense was that the con- 
siderauon of the note had failed, and also that 
the assignment to the plaintiff was without 
consideration and void. 

Yesterday morning when court opened Mr. 
J. C. Burmeister, one of the attorneys for the 
defense, stated that Monday evening one of 
the jurors in the case, J. T. Hatchell, came to 
his office. No. 376 Milwaukee avenue, inquiring 
for Herhold. Hatchell said another juror was 
down-stairs, J. Hogan by name. Burmeister 
gave him some directions, and he went off. Bur- 
meister’s partner, F. W. H. Lundt, testified to 
almost the same facts, as did also Samuel 
Sheets, a saloonkeeper at the same place. 

The Judge called Hatchell and Hogan up to 
see what explanation they could give, and they 
said they were at No. 376 Milwaukee avenue in 
answer to an advertisement in a paper of Men 
Wanted.“ 

Herhold is one of the real parties in interest 
in the case, as the defendants are seeking to 
have bis note canceled because he failed to de- 
liver all the property he sold, and the Judge 
thought the fact of the jurors wanting to see 
him ducing the trial was so suspicigus, aad 
their excuse so lame, as to justify sending 
them to jailin default of $500 bail until to- 
morrow, when an examination will be had. 


MINNEAPOLIS. 
"A CHAT WITH THE HON. W. D. WASHBURN. 
The Hon. W. D. Washburn, the miller Con- 
gressman of Minneapolis, said yesterday at the 
Grand Pacific that the milling business was in 
a very satisfactory condition at present, the 
millers being generally holders of wheat, which 


made the recent advance very grateful. The 
future of Minneapolis milling, he said, de- 
pended alone upon the production of wheat 
through Dakota and Minnesota, and uniess the 
soil became unproductive orsome other reason 
interfered the Minneapolis milling interests 
were destined to a growth which would make 
their presenr extent appear small. The increase 
year by year has kept pace with the miraculous 
development of the New Northwest, and 
practically every bushel produced in that 
region was made into flour by the power of the 
Falls of St. Anthony. 

Regarding general business through the 
Northwest, Mr. Washburn said n at im- 
provement was noticeable. In lumber, Minne- 
apolis’ other great industry, there was a good 
trade being done and Considerable building go- 
ing on, but the lumber was soid so low that the 
profits were wiped out, and a general restric- 
tion in the winter’s cut of logs had resaited. 


Politically, Mr. Washburn remarked that 


there seemed a disposition on the part of the 
smaller Democratic fry to rebel from pat 
Kelly's attempted dictation regarding the Fed- 
eral offices. .

tence: The Chicago 
fairly challenge comparison at any time in the 
last ten years with the university that has just 
been sold to the highest bidder.“ Now, I have 
ahigh regard for our ls; in fact, 
acting On my suggestion; some years ago 
the trustees of the university determined to 
educate gratis the two from each of the geradu- 
ating classes of our high-schools who had 
marked bigbest throughout their entire course. 
We have receivedsome of these students and 
have found them to Ve well drilled, but I do not 
now remember an instance in which the high- 
school graduate entering our Freshman class 
has not been conditioned, at least in algebra. 
That fact alone disposes ot the contident dec- 
laration in the sentence above quoted. 

Moreover, it is assumed that our course of 
study is made up in the main of Greek, Latin, 
mathomatics, and intellectual and moral 
sgience. The writer of the editorial is evi- 
dently unacquainted with our curriculum. We 
have three courses of study, the classical, the 
scientific, and an elective course, The sciences, 
for whioh the editorial pleads, receive large 
attendon. For example, we have classes not 
only in inorganic chemistry, but also in ana- 
lytical and applied chemistry. We do much 
excellent work with the microscope. We de- 
vote considerabie time to the modern lan- 
guages, giving large space to the study of our 
own tongue. But I have said enough to show 
that the editorial in question, unintentionally 
no doubt, greatly misrepresents the only uni- 
versity in oar city.

Among — ancient methods sometimes resorted 
to by arbitrary monarchs to induce their loving 
subjects to contribute to the replenishment of the 
royal coffers was an order of sequestration—a 
writ which authorized the officer to seize the real 
and personal property of the offending subject and 
summarily realize therefrom the desired sum. A 
similar writ or order is also found in that vast aud 
vague reservoir of human wisdom known as the 
Common Law, but itis seidom called into use. It 
is chiefly employed. if at all, in cases of abscond- 
ing debtors who have left property behind them 
out of which claims against them can be 
satisfied. This writ has not been asked of 
a Judge bat a few times in the history 
of Chicago, though there have been many occa- 
sions when it could no doubt have deen made 
available. The case of Marie Lehman against her 
ex-husband, Paul Rothbarth, however, which bas 
been pending in the Circuit Court several y 
had the honor of calling for the aid of this unus 
form of procedure. : 

The original bill was one for an accounting con- 
cerning abont $100.000 worth of property, but Judge 
Tuley decided in favor of the defendant. An ap- 
peal was taken, and the Supreme Court reversed 
the decree and sent the case back for an account- 
ing before 4 Master in Chancery. The time fixed 
by the Master was May 4, but Rothbarth, it is al- 
leged, failed to appear, as. also the 6th and, 9th. 
The latter day was recorded a deed of Rothbarth 
by Robert Meadowcroft, his attorney in fact, 
conveying all the former's property to August 
Engie. On this an application was made to Judge 
Tuley for an order of sequestration against all 
Rothbarth’s property on the ground that he wus a 
non-resident of the State, being a resident of Ger- 
many, and that the conveyance was fraaduientiy 
made for the purpose of hindering the compliain- 
ant from collecting ber claim. It was also charged 
that the conveyance was without consideration, 
that Meadowcrott still collected the rente of the 
property, and that Rothbarth was still the real 
owner. it is claimed a court of chancery bas 
power in such a case to settle the question of own-- 
ership in a summary manner and issue the writ if 
found justifiable. 

A writ was issued as asked last week, and yester- 
day a motion was made to dissolve it. After some 
wrangling the matter was continued to tomorrow 
morning. 


The Horse & Dummy ‘Railway Again in 
Trouble. 

Another bill was filed yesterday to prevent the 
Chicago Horse & Dummy Railway Company from 
laying ite tracks on Adams street, the complainants 
being Marcus C. Stearns and Margarette R. Stearns. 
They own the property on the northeast corner of 
Adams and Dearborn streets. The company claims 
the right under an ordinance of May 4, 1885, to lay 
its tracks from Adams street to Michigan avenue, 
but complainants allege that the ordinance was 
granted without the necessary petitions of a ma- 
jority of the property-holders along the street, and 
without any provision requiring the company to 
pay for any damages it may have caused. A tem- 
porary injunction was granted by Judge Tuley un- 
der a bund for $5,600.
